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INTRODUCTORY NOTE 


In 1909 Kati Mercinowski compiled the first more extended list of 
plants attacked by the roet knot nematode, Heterodera marioni (Cornu 
1879) Goodey 1932 /= Heterodera radicicola (Greeff 1072) Muller 1684, = 
Meloidogyne exigua Goeldi 1007, = Anguillule arenaria Neal 1689, = 

ienchus arenarius Cobb 1901, = Caconema radicicola Cobb 1924/. Subse- 
quently (in 1911) @ list was published by Bessey in this country who 
enumerated about 480 attacked.plant species. More recently (1931) the 
Imperial Bureau af Agricultural Parasitology, Winches Farm, St. Albans, 
England, issued a list containing 569 names. The present list brings

, the staff of the Division of Nematology. Heteredera marioni is used 

® here as the scientific name, it being, according to the rules of nomen- 
@lature, the valid term. In case the species should be ccnsidered as 


the representative of a new genus or subgenus, Meloidogyne antedating 
Caconema would be valid. 


Eaeh host plant is listed alphabetically under its accepted 
seientific name (numbered, and in capital letters), under its synonym 
if such is found in nematolegieal or plant patholosical literature, (in 
Small Letters and parentheses), and under its cammen names, if such are 
in general use (in small letters without parentheses), Such horticultural 


varieties of plants as have come to our attention as hosts of this nema 
are listed but not numbered, 
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The preparation of a list such as this involves nwmaierous diffi- 
culties, One of these is the question of the nomenclatorial standing of 
the names cpplied by the recorders of host plents. "Stancardized Plant 
Names" of the Anerican Joint Cow:ittee on Horticultural Nomenclature, 
by Olmstei, Coville, ane Kelsey, was used as a nomenclatorial basis as 
far as poesitis.. Through the courtosy of Dr. Coville of the Division of 
Botany of this Bureau, Dr. S. F. Bleke and ‘Nr. 0. M. Freeman checked the 
scientific and conmon names. 


Some authors unfortunately have listed host plants of the root 
knot nomatode by common and even local plant names, which sometimes makes 
it almost impossible to refer to the propor scientific neme. Other 
mistakes resulted from faulty citations, c.g. Neal in 1809 mentioned 
Artemisia caudata as a host of this nematode (his Anguillula arenaria). 
In 1901, Cobb referred to this host mentioned by Neal but applicd, instead 
of the scientific nume used by Neal, the common name "Yormwood.” In turn 
Kati Marcinowski translated this term into "Artcmisia absinthium", mis- 
interpreting Cobb's refcrence completely and falsely citing this host, 
which latcr was also inserted in the lists of Bessey and of the Imperial 
Bureau of Agricultural Perasitology. Out of one ovserved host erroneous 
citations and intorpretations made two, Other examples of similar 
character could be added. 


Since the various hosts react differently to an attack (some are 
tolerant of heavy infestation; others succumb to a small number of nema- 
todes) and since the parasite exhibits a preference for cortain hosts, 
it would seem desirable to give such information for cach plant. However, 
our knowledge in this connection is too incomplete and often different 
populations of the nematode exhibit a pronounced difference in their 
preference for a given host. Because of this it was thought best to omit 
for the present such information. 


Hosts known to be affected by Heterodera marioni in continental 
United Statcs of Amcrica are marked *; those observed by members of the 


Division of Nematology are marked +. The marks occur before the accepted 
scientific name only.
